W YORK, May. 20.—The story told by the complete |

quarter of 1930 is largely a story of the South, and they give | 
a clear picture of the industrial awakening taking place in| 


that section of the country. 
An analysis of the retail truck 
sales figures for the three months’ 


period, with comparisons with a 
year ago, present a challenge to the 
automotive industry, and are a 


clear call from the Southern tier of 
states for a strengthening of chan- 
nels of distribution throughout the 
South, both for passenger and com- 
mercial cars. If the promise held 
forth in that part of the United 
States in a time of business depres- 
sion continues to grow with the re- 
turn. to normalcy, it will be a case 
of “Automobile salesmen, go South.” 

Out of the thirteen states of the 
South, eight actually registered 
more commercial vehicles in the 
first three months of this year 
than in the corresponding quarter 
in 1929, which, it will remembered, 
was a_ record-breaking period. 
And in two of the remaining five 
States the declines were 3 per 
cent. or less. The combined sales 
of the thirteen states were 15.8 
per cent. above a year ago. 

This was easily the best record for 
any section of the country in the 
Same period. Only one other geo- 
graphical division reported an in- 
crease in sales of this type of ve- 


hicle, the agricultural tier of the 
Middle West, where there was a 
gain in the aggregate of 2.5 per 
cent. The other divisions reported 
losses ranging from 1.7 to 17.7 per 
cent. 


It was the excellent record of the 
South that enabled the country as 
a whole in the first quarter of this 
year to escape with a decline in

Chrysler Enters N. Y. Taxi 
Field With New Dodge Cab 


EW YORK, May 20.—The re- 
port that three big automobile 

manufacturers would enter the 
local taxi field was intensified yes- 
terday when the Chrysler Corpo- 
ration placed on display in this 
city its new Dodge cab. General 
Motors is already operating its 
own cabs here as well as selling 
them to individuals and fleet own- 
ers, and the Ford Motor Company 
is generally believed to be only 
awaiting the proper time to place 
its own cab in the field. 

Observers of recent devetopinents, 
including the hearings before Police 
Commissioner Whalen last summer, 
his subsequent efforts to regulate 
taxicab rates, specifications and op- 
eration, and finally Mayor Walker's 
appointment of a special taxicab 
commission, predicted that any sort 
of stabilization of the industry would 
be followed immediately by large- 
scale extension of the activities of 
leading car manufacturers to the 
taxicab field. Before General Motors 
entered the field a few months ago 
it was almost entirely dominated by 


the Checker and Paramount com- 


panies. ; 
No information was obtainable 
from the offices of the Chrysler 


Corporation regarding its plans in| 
the taxicab field, nor would repre- 

sentatives of the Ford company dis- 

cuss the plans of that organization 

At the automobile salesroom at 
Broadway and 56th Street, where 
the new Dodge cab, a cream-colored | 
vehicle with brilliant red and green | 
trim, drew the attention of scores of | 
taxicab operators, ft was said that 

deliveries would be made within two 
weeks at the delivery price of $1,787, 
with a down payment of $390. 

It was reported that the Ford | 
company had not altered its plan, | 
outlined at hearings before Com- 
missioner Whalen last June, to put | 
a large number of cabs into the 
local market. At that that time 
both Delancey Nicoll, Jr., counsel 
for the company, and William A.

Washington, May 20.—Revers- 
ing the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
the Supreme Court today handed 
down a decision constituting a 
victory for automobile dealers 
who sell cars on time payments, 
when it held that the forfeiture 
of cars seized for transporting 
liquor must be obtained under the 


Volstead act and not under the 
old revenue statute which pre- 
cludes reimbursement of lien 


holders, even though they are in- 
nocent of any law violations. 

It is estimated that losses 
amounting to $20,000,000 have been 
sustained in automobile seizures 


under the old revenue law. 
Justice Stone wrote the decision, 
which involved cases coming up 


from Virginia and California by the

The Canada April production as 
reported to the Department of 
Commerce by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics totaled 24,257, of which 
20.872 were pleasure cars and 3,385 
trucks 

Total in the fac- 

tories of the two countries in 

April was 466,887, as compared 

with the preliminary estimate of 

160,000 by the National Automo- 

bile Chamber of Commerce. This 
compared with an _ output of 

122,000 in March, 1930, a gain of 

10 per cent., and with 663,000 in 

April, 1929, a decline of 29 per 
cent, 

The figures made public today by 
the Department of Commerce were 
compiled from reports furnished by 
144 manufacturers in the United 
States, 42 of them making passen- 
ger cars, 113 manufacturing trucks 
and 11 making both passenger cars 
and trucks. The passenger car fig- 
ures are for vehicles designed for 
pleasure and do not include cars 
later converted to commercial use.

NEW CONVERTIBLE SEDAN 
ANNOUNCED BY GRAHAM 


Detroit, May 20.—A new convert- 
ible sedan designed to meet the 
needs of open or closed driving in 
fair or inclement weather was an- 
nounced today by the Graham- 
Paige Motors Corporation. The 
body is constructed so that the en- 
tire top may be folded down to give 
it the appearance of a sport phae- 
ton, or it may be raised to form a 
fully enclosed sedan. The seating 
arrangement is identical with the 
Graham Special Eight five-passen- 
ger sedan. It ts on a 122-inch wheel 
base chassis. 

The central body fillars, upon 
which the middle section of the top 
rests,*are jointed at the belt line. 
When it is desired to use the car 
for open driving the pillars fold 
down into recesses between the body 
and ends of the front seat. 


Rigorous Driving Tests 


Butler, Pa., May 20.—To definitely 
determine what the Austin will do 
in snow, mud, rough roads and ruts 
a series of tests were conducted be- 
ginning with the winter's heavy 
snow and unfavorable conditions. 
Later the most extreme tests were 
put on the Austin car over the worse 
kind of mud roads. 

These tests, conducted under the 
direct supervision of C. A. Best, gen- 
eral sales manager, and E. J. Leach,

In both snow and mud the Austin 
was found to go through extremely 
bad conditions where due to its light 
weight this Bantam car would stay 
on top of the deep snow or mud and 
dig its way through without becom- 
ing mired, officials report.

, decline of 15 per cent. from a year 
ago, in contrast to a loss of only 11 
per cent. in car business. The com- 
mercial registrations in these states 
amounted to 5.484, as compared with 
6,452 in the first three months of 
last year. 

On the other hand, the six states 
of the East, in the Middle Atlantic 
section. made a better record in 
truck business than in passenger 
cars. The aggregate new truck reg- 
istrations of these states, New York. 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Mary- 
land, West Virginia and Delaware. 
were 21.804. as against 22,896 a year 
ago, a drop of only 3 per cent. The 
passenger car decline was 13 per 
cent. 

It is interesting to note that, in 
contrast to the passenger car situa- 
tion. the South led all geographical 
divisions in the volume of new 
truck sales in the quarter, the total 
‘being 29,267, as against 25.696 a

The Great Lakes states regis- 
tered 24,480 new trucks this year, 
as compared with 27,863 a year 
ago, a decline of 12.1 per cent. In 
the agricultural states of Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, North and 
South Dakota and the oil state, 
Oklahoma, the total was 10,300, 
as against 10,041 a year ago, a 
zvin of 2.5 per cent. 

The Rocky Mountain states nearly 
broke even, but bad losses in Mon- 
tana, Arizona and Nevada caused 
a decline from 4,622 in 1929 to 4,542, 
equal to 1.7 per cent. On the Pacific 
Coast, all three states were in the 
minus column. Oregon being off 33.2 
per cent., California 17.7 and Wash- 
ington 6.4 per cent.

This condition, however, depends on pro- 
duction, and production depends on the market for goods 
manufactured. 

At a meeting of the Association of Social Workers in 
this city the other day, Dr. William Haber, professor of 
economics at the University of Michigan, presided. Dr. 
Haber said that only the co-operation of the entire public 
would help reduce the number of unemployed. 

Here's the crux of the entire situation, as summed up at 
the meeting: ‘“‘Manufacturers have tried to maintain a year- 
ly production schedule and failed. It is one thing to manu- 
facture a product and another to sell it to the public. If the 
public doesn’t buy, the manufacturer can’t produce. Higher 
wages and shorter hours would not help, because the product 
would increase in price correspondingly and then the public 
would buy less. Manufacturers are compelled to sell only 
what the public wants and it is impossible to determine that 


from year to year.”

MOTOR TRUCKS 
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Shortages 


E want to call the particular attention of our readers | 


to a paragraph in the recent statement by Col. Leonard 
Ayres published in this newspaper. Col. Ayres said: “The 
fact that productive industry has been running at rates well 
below normal for six months past means that important 


shortages are in the making, for national consumption has 


not declined nearly so far as has national production.” 

This is a point that The Automotive Daily News has 
called repeatedly to the attention of its readers. Delay in 
buying is fattening markets for future business. 
year have made a definite point of continuing to use various 
necessities longer than they normally would do, simply be- 
cause of an extra normal caution born of depressed business 
conditions. In our own field hundreds of thousands of car 
owners are holding on to their present vehicles when nor- 
mally they weuld be buying new ones. Every day that passes 
brings these delaying buyers closer to the time when they 
will have to buy. A boom market is making in the automo- 
tive field, and the minute general business conditions show a 
definite upturn the buying will begin. Our care must be that 
we meet the boom market with common sense. We must not 
figure because buying suddenly begins to make up for 
Jost time that it is going to continue permanently at levels 
which will have been artificially induced. 

We must get it firmly fixed in our minds that, after the 
present abnormally slow sales period, we shall have an ab- 
normally good period. During this latter time sales will be 
taking up the slack of the present depression. If manufac- 
turers insist on setting schedules on the basis of the abnor- 
mally high sales period that is coming, we might easily work 
into another difficulty situation. 


The Parker Bill 


\¥~ weeks ago the House of Representatives passed the 
Parker bill, designed to provide a means for bringing 
interstate motor bus operation under government control. 
The Automotive Daily News believed that the bill as it was 
passed by the House contained certain provisions which 
would make it possible for railway companies to control the 
future development of bus operation. The bill seemed to 
open the way for railways now operating bus lines to elim- 
inate competition, and then, if they desired, reduce bus 
service to a condition that would drive traffic back to the 
railed lines. 

Opposition developed in the House along precisely the 
lines that Automotive Daily News had suggested, but, un- 
fortunately, it was not strong enough to block passage of the 
bill. 

When the Parker bill was sent to the Senate a number 
of amendments were inserted in the measure which would 
appear pretty definitely to eliminate the danger of monop- 
olies of bus routes by railways or other interested industries. 

It is possible that the Parker bill in its present amended 
form may come up for debate in the Senate before the cur- 
rent session ends in June. However, the interesting condi- 
tion that has developed is a complete loss of interest by the 
very people who originally backed the bill. Apparently the 
railways are not in the slightest interested in having the bill 
as it now stands become a law. The apathy now on display 
at the capital is positively breath-taking. 

All of which convinces us that The Automotive Daily 
News was exactly right in its reading of the original 
Parker bill and that the interests of the people as a whole 
are being well served by the demise or coma of this 
measure.

important of all problems con- 


fronting the National Battery 
Manufacturing Association, ac- 
cording to Lester Perrine.

“Second: ‘Knowledge gained by 
systamatic observation, experience, 


|/and reason; knowledge co-ordinated, 


arranged and systematized.’ The sci- 
ence of constructive business build- 
ing consists of natural laws, unli- 
versal truths which fundamentally 
mean the exercise of service or usc- 
fulness. Our success in the world, 
we are told, depends entirely upon 
our usefulness. This being the case,

Commercial Car Registration Statistics, 





SIMPLE LITTLE “KINK” 
STRENGTHENS DODGE

The “kink” which combines two 
important structural principles is 
formed by making the lower flange 
of the main side members of the 
frame longer than the upper flange 


and then rolling or “kinking” it 
down to form a sort of lip, as

The frame member is thus trans- 
formed into what structural steel 
men recognize as a combination 
angle iron plus a Z bar, or a chan- 
nel plus an angle iron. It in- 
creases rigidity and strength in 
both vertical and lateral directions. 
It adds strength the same as the 
flare does around the edge of brake 
drums, practically eliminating dis+ 
tortion. 

Due to this type of side rail con- 
struction, the thorough methods of 
cross-bracing used and the fact 
that Mono-Piece steel bodies, being 
mounted directly to the frame, con- 
tribute to unit rigidity, Dodge 
Brothers automobiles are said by 
engineering authorities to have un- 
usually durable frames, subject to 
practically no distortion even under 
the most strenuous driving con- 
ditions.
